Retiring Deans 


EDWARD CHAMBERS 


Ted Chambers, for seven years Dean of the 
Faculty of Business Administration and 
Commerce, is retiring from that office. He 

has a BA and an MA from UBC and a PhD in 
economics from the University of Nebraska. 
His professional background is largely 
academic: except for four years with the 
federal government and private industry, he 
has been a university instructor. 

Professor Chambers says that ‘‘a major role 
of universities is to train high-level professional 
or technical manpower.” His own Faculty 
undoubtedly fulfils this role; job opportunities 
are plentiful in business and industry in Alberta 
and most graduates from the Faculty can stay 
in the province to work. For this and other 
reasons, the Faculty has grown steadily over 
the past twenty years. In the last seven years, 
it has been growing at a rate of 15 percent 
per year—in other words, while Professor 
Chambers was Dean, the number of students in 
the Faculty doubled. Recently a quota was 
established to limit this growth. 

Professor Chambers offers statistics that 
reveal that, until the Winter Session of 1980-81, 
the Faculty will have a very heavy student to 
staff ratio. The ratio is now 36:1, the 
University average is 12:1, and commerce 
faculties in the four major western Canadian 
universities have an average ratio of 19:1. 

By 1980-81, however, the number of students 
will be lowered from 2,200 to 1,500 and, 
should the staff be increased by 12, a ratio 
of 20:1 will be achieved. 

The Faculty is large but does not yet have 
its own building. Faculties on campus with 
similar spatial requirements have markedly 
different ratios of square footage per student: 
46:1 or 35:1, for example, as opposed to the 
Faculty’s ratio of 12:1. These figures neatly 
illustrate what Professor Chambers considers 
grave problems in an otherwise very 
satisfactory faculty. 

Professor Chambers sees the Dean’s 
responsibility as threefold: to students, to 
faculty members, and to the public. The Dean 
“must be concerned with the quality of 
education, a matter central to the welfare of 
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the student.” If anything lessens the quality 

of education in his Faculty, Professor 
Chambers thinks it may be the high student to 
staff ratio. He speaks with pride of the 
outstanding qualifications of staff members and 
of their commitment. And he feels that the 
great amount of research carried out by Faculty 
members and the improved graduate program 
are laudable. 

In a professional faculty, particularly, the 
Dean must be the medium of communication 
between faculty and professional public. 
Professor Chambers has tried to improve 
contact with the management community so 
that it may understand “what the Faculty is 
doing” and so that the Faculty, in turn, may 
be aware of “the needs and requirements” of 
that community. 

Professor Chambers will be on sabbatical 
leave this year doing research on problems in 
the Canadian economy. He is enjoying 
returning to his “own academic studies,” to 
working in depth rather than “moving from 
one area to another” as the administrator 
must. Professor Chambers will continue to 
teach at the University after his 
sabbatical 


ELIZABETH EMPEY 


Elizabeth Empey is retiring as Dean of the 
Faculty of Home Economics, formerly the 
School of Household Economics, after having 
been the Director and Dean for sixteen years. 
Dr. Empey received a BSc(HEc) from this 
University and was the University residences’ 
dietitian for seven years before going to 
Cornell University for her Master of 
Nutritional Science and PhD degrees. 

As soon as she became Director, Dr. Empey 
started to modernize the School. In 1965 the 
School got its own building and between 1965 
and 1970 Dr. Empey invited new staff and 
together they designed a new curriculum. 
There are three Home Economics programs at 
Bachelors and Masters levels: Clothing and 
Textiles, Family Studies, and Food and 
Nutrition. The Faculty felt that specialization 
at the bachelors level was necessary so that

graduates would have a background sound 
enough in one area of study to get jobs in 
new fields such as consumer affairs or 
merchandising. But coordination of programs 
was also stressed and will gain momentum 
with the newly created interdisciplinary course 
to be offered in 1977. 

Home economics still has a problem 
identifying itself to a public that retains an 
outdated image of the home economics student 
going to university to get her MRS. degree. 
Dr. Empey feels the definition made of the 
discipline in the early 1900s is most accurate: 
“a study of the laws, conditions, principles, 
and ideals concerned with people's immediate 
physical environment and their nature as 
social beings, and especially of the relationship 
between the two, for the purpose of improving 
the quality of people’s daily lives.” Trying to 
update the discipline’s image has given rise to 
name changes elsewhere, for example to 
Human Ecology, but this Faculty chose to 
keep the name Home Economics for 
continuity’s sake and because the early 
definition still agrees with the Faculty’s goals. 
Dr. Empey reports that more people from 
other faculties are taking Home Economics 
courses, their interest probably arising from 
growing public concern about issues related 
to the Faculty’s subjects of study, for example 
nutrition, home management, consumer 
studies, or family living in a conservationist 
society. 

For her Faculty, Dr. Empey wants a 
“coordinating of separate research efforts to 
make of them a major development.” One 
great hindrance is a lack of funds. In times of 
straitened economies, Home Economics “falls 
between the stools” of funding institutions. 
She would also like the Faculty to be able to 
give greater assistance to graduates, to help 
them with research projects and with jobs. 

Dr. Empey speaks very warmly of her 
fellows: “I invited some real powerhouses and 
was amazed when they came and stayed. 
They are an exciting and creative group who 
work effectively and hard.” She is looking 
forward to joining them again as a teacher 
and to catching up on her own studies. 


GEORGE FORD 


George Ford became Dean of the Faculty of 
Engineering in 1971. He has been with the 
University as student or instructor for almost 
forty years. He holds BSc and MSc degrees 
from this University and a PhD in Mechanical 
Engineering (Aeronautics) from Stanford 
University. He has been teaching here since 
1942. 

While Professor Ford was Dean, the 
Faculty gained a new administrative structure 
and a new method of evaluating students; the 
Department of Mining and Metallurgy was 
reorganized into the Department of Mineral 
Engineering; and a long-range plan for orderly 
development of the Faculty over the next ten 
years was designed. The undergraduate program 
is being revised to include more social 
sciences courses to give graduates a greater 
awareness of their responsibility to society. 

Professor Ford charged himself with several 
duties as Dean. His attitude toward students 
is quite straightforward: “What else are we 
here for?” He therefore sought to maintain 
his accessibility to students by continuing to 
instruct classes in each of the four undergraduate 
years and by keeping the Dean’s office open 
to students. Facing the public, Professor Ford 
concentrated on maintaining the credibility 
of a profession that had suffered some loss of 
respect in the past decade and which was the 
victim of such myths as the notion that there 
is a surplus of engineers, which, says Professor 
Ford, is simply false. In fact, he sees a need 
for an expansion of student quotas to counter 
a shortage of qualified engineers. Now the 
quota for first-year students of engineering 
is 520; Professor Ford would like to see that 
reach 700, but without substantial funding 
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from the government it may be forced to drop 
to less than 500. So another of Professor 
Ford's responsibilities, along with convincing 
high school students that there are ample 
opportunities in engineering, was that of trying 
to gain adequate government funding for the 
Faculty of Engineering whose staff now has 
one of the highest teaching loads in the 
country, whose facilities require updating, and 
whose physical space is inadequate. 

Professor Ford’s five years as Dean were 
busy ones, but he enjoyed them. He intends 
to continue to teach and to keep up with the 
many professional and technical associations 
to which he belongs. He is a life member of 
the Association of Professional Engineers, 
Geologists and Geophysicists of Alberta (in 
1975 he received its highest honor, the 
Centennial Award); he is Chairman of the 
National Research Council’s committee on 
aircraft structure and material; he is a 
member of the Canadian Accreditation Board 
of the Canadian Council of Professional 
Engineers; he is Chairman of the Examining 
Board for Professional Engineering in Alberta. 
Professor Ford is helping the University of 
Baluchistan in Iran to devise a curriculum for 
its engineering program. He is also a Director 
of Alberta Power and does some private 
consulting. Professor Ford speaks with gusto 
of the Faculty of Engineering, of Edmonton, 
and of Alberta; of his life he says, “I 
wouldn’t trade it for all the tea in China.” 


MARY HENDERSON 


Mary Henderson is retiring from the office of 
the Dean of Library Science. Professor 
Henderson was acting Director of the School 
of Library Science for a year, Director for four 
years, and became Dean the Faculty when the 
School became a Faculty early this year. 
Professor Henderson has an MA from UBC 
and a BLS from the University of Toronto. 
She has taught in Canada and Britain, and her 
professional background in university 
libraries is in technical, cataloguing, and 
administrative fields. 

The Faculty of Library Science now offers 
a two-year Master’s program which, while first 
conceived in the time of the previous Director, 
is largely the result of planning during 
Professor Henderson’s term as Director. 
Although the program is, of necessity, a 
general one concerned with “what libraries 
are about” the student is encouraged to 
regard the library as a place for flexibility 
and innovation. Besides the traditional 
organizational work, Canadian librarians have 
special problems of distance, climate, and 
multi-lingual publics, which may require 
unusual solutions. Professor Henderson will 


be taking a sabbatical leave for six months 
next year to study how Scandinavian countries 
solve similar problems. 

Professor Henderson describes the library 
as an “index to human knowledge” and the 
librarian’s job as “slotting new knowledge 
into a relationship with past knowledge.” 

The librarian of a university library must also 
be aware of ongoing research and of 
upcoming publications, But not all graduates 
can get jobs in university or public libraries 
and, particularly in this province, where 
government funds for libraries are very low, 
Professor Henderson reports a trend toward 
increasing unemployment for graduates. Some 
graduates are setting up their own freelance 
library services to employ themselves. 

Professor Henderson is glad to “be getting 
back to the more academic side of things.” 
The planning and implementation of the 
Master’s program required a good deal of 
administrative work, and Professor Henderson 
has been responsible as well for designing 
some of the new second-year courses. 
Teaching loads, administrative work, Presidency 
of the Canadian Library Association, and 
membership on the National Library Advisory 
Board have left little time for research. She 
is eager to find out what is new in her field 
and is looking forward to teaching in the 
new Master’s program. 


RUTH McCLURE 


Ruth McClure is retiring from the Faculty of 
Nursing after being Director of the School of 
Nursing for eighteen years and then, when the 
School became a Faculty, Dean of the Faculty 
for a year. Ms. McClure took a Master’s 
Degree in Public Health from the University 
of Pittsburgh after graduating from this 
University. Her own nursing practice has 
been largely in community and public health 
services. Experience has convinced her that 
the provision of community-oriented rather 
than hospital-oriented services should gain 
emphasis in health care planning, as indeed 
they are in the Faculty’s nursing program. 

Ms. McClure feels that a change in attitudes 
towards nursing is occurring and that nursing 
is becoming recognized as a profession of 
increasing complexity demanding both a 
general education and specific training. Very 
recently the Faculty began a Master’s program; 
this, Ms. McClure would like to see grow 
rapidly as it is one of only six or seven in 
Canada. Ms. McClure also hopes for the 
development of at least one doctoral program 
in nursing in Canada and an increase in 
research activities undertaken by nursing 
faculties. Like other deans, Ms. McClure feels 
that her faculty needs more space, more 


professional staff, and a higher quota. In 
regard to the latter, she points out that the 
Faculty can now accept only about one-half 
of its qualified applicants into the 
undergraduate program. 

Despite the problems, most of which are 
shared by other faculties, Ms. McClure has 
enjoyed her years here. “I have always had 
very good support from the University 
Administration, the cooperation of the Faculty 
of Medicine and other faculties, and a close 
working relationship with the University 
Hospital. The faculty members have been 
sincere and dedicated and some have made 
outstanding contributions to the University 
and the profession.” 

Ms. McClure is retiring from the University 
in December. Until then she will be assisting 
the University nurses alumni in completing 
a history of the two schools of nursing, the 
University and the University Hospital. After 
her retirement she will reside in Victoria, but 
her interest in nursing may lead her to do 
some travelling in Canada and abroad. 


DONALD ROSS 


Donald Ross was Dean of the Faculty of 
Science from 1964 until 30 June 1976. He is a 
Professor of Zoology with a BA and an MA 
from Dalhousie University and a PhD and an 
ScD from Cambridge University. He taught 
at the University of London for fifteen years 
before returning to Canada in 1961 as 
Chairman of the Department of Zoology at 
the University. 

The strong research orientation of the 
Faculty of Science has been strengthened 
during Professor Ross’s period as Dean. He 
says, “Most members of the Faculty do 
research or supervise research of graduate 
students. Science only progresses on the basis 
of discoveries. A person not involved in 
research won’t be aware of recent discoveries 
and thus will be less than adequate as a 
university teacher.” Professor Ross thinks that 
the Faculty’s emphasis on research “has done 
a good deal to set the tone for healthy 
emphasis on scholarship in the University 
as a whole.” 

Faculties of Science are being forced into a 
more professional orientation by the poor 
employment prospects of students graduating 
from three-year BSc programs. In the late 
sixties, the Faculty of Science introduced 
four-year BSc programs providing an 
additional year of instruction in a major 
subject; graduates from these programs are 
equipped to take posts requiring professional 
credentials. 

Another innovation pioneered by the Faculty 
of Science during Professor Ross’s deanship is 
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the appointment of administrative and 
professional officers to departments and 
faculties. This practice is now general 
throughout the University, providing careers 
to individuals who perform important non- 
teaching services. Professor Ross cited the 
Faculty’s participation in the TRIUMF 
nuclear research project and in the marine 
laboratory at Bamfield on Vancouver Island 
and the establishment of the Killam Research 
Professorships as important developments 
during his deanship. 

In his scientific career, Professor Ross and 
his students have studied the neuromuscular 
physiology and behavior of marine 
invertebrates, especially sea anemones. Several 
films from his laboratory have circulated 
widely and have received awards. Professor 
Ross is the author or co-author of more than 
seventy scientific publications. He thanks his 
colleagues in the Faculty and in the 


Administration for encouraging him to 
continue his research, but, in recent years, the 
Dean’s administrative tasks have made this 
difficult. Although Professor Ross considers 
his twelve years as Dean “a rewarding time 
spent with interesting and effective people,” 
he looks forward to resuming full-time 
teaching and research as the most satisfying 
way to end his university career. 


WEST 240 POLICY DETERMINED 


A policy for the use of 227 acres of 
University-owned land in southwest Edmonton 
has been set by the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Governors. The Committee 
approved the general guideline that the 
University would retain the land subject to due 
considerations of requests for property sites 
for research and university-related types of 
activity.

The West 240 extends from 122 Street to 
Whitemud Creek and is bordered on the north 
by 62 Avenue. The land was purchased by the 
University in 1930 and has since been used 
in various ways by the Faculty of Agriculture 
and Forestry and the Department of Art and 
Design. 

A recommendation approved by the 
Committee states that the east side of the 
West 240 bordering 122 Street will be reserved 
as a potential building site; the central portion 
of the West 240 will be reserved for land- 
related research purposes and, in general, no 
structures will be permitted. The Committee 
also approved the recommendation that the 
University consider establishing a green belt 
buffer at the western end of the parcel to 
which there would be public access. 

The West 240 is the responsibility of the 
Vice-President (Planning and Development). 
Under his administration a physical plan for 
the parcel will be developed, and policies 
with regard to internal and external requests 
for space will be refined. 


STUDENT HOUSING STUDY 


A.E. Hohol, Minister of Advanced Education 
and Manpower, has released the 
recommendations of a study by the provincial 
government of the housing of students in the 
province’s post-secondary institutions. The 
study was designed to determine the demand 
for student housing and to suggest alternative 
means for meeting this demand; to these ends, 
data concerning existing student housing 
facilities and the characteristics of residents 
and potential residents were collected. 

The study makes three major recommen- 
dations: first, that institutions and communities 
should endeavor to ensure that persons who are 
qualified to attend provincial post-secondary 
institutions are not denied such participation 
because they cannot obtain suitable housing. 
Second, that Advanced Education and 
Manpower should facilitate the response to the 
demand for student housing, which will be 
unique to each institution and community. 
Third, that the provision of housing for 
students will require coordination between 
the government, the community, and the 
institution, 

The study recommends that further study be 
carried out to ascertain student preferences 
for housing, off-campus housing potential, and 
the feasibility of alternative means for 
meeting the demands for student housing. It 
suggests that planning for meeting the demands 
for student housing proceed by contingency 
planning for use in the event of serious 
housing shortages, by short-term planning 
for predicting and responding to the continuing 
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needs for housing, and by long-term planning 
for the development of policies concerning 
student housing in the context of general 
housing policy. 

Several alternatives to the existing provision 
of student housing are recognized in the study, 
each essentially representing a different degree 
of institutional participation, ranging from 
traditional students’ residences at one extreme 
to low-rental housing at the other. In general, 
the study concludes that each alternative has 
advantages and limitations that must be 
considered in light of student needs, 
institutional requirements, and situational 
factors, issues about which it recommends 
further study be made. 


WORKSHOP ON TEACHING 
UNDERGRADUATE CHEMISTRY 


A workshop to discuss various aspects of the 
teaching of undergraduate Chemistry was 
sponsored by the Department of Chemistry 
on 2 and 3 September. Such things as the 
relation of high school chemistry to university 
chemistry, the design and content of curricula, 
alternatives to honors programs, the use of 
audio-visual aids in the classroom, organization 
of self-study programs, methods of evaluating 
students and evaluating teaching, and ways to 
improve teaching were discussed by the 
invited speakers and participants. 

The initial session of the workshop involved 
a discussion of the unique features of the 
curricula of four universities: University of 
Lethbridge, Laurentian University, University 
of Regina, and Simon Fraser University. Chris 
Bender of the University of Lethbridge spoke 
of how an independent study program started 
at the end of the second year is used to involve 
certain students in research. If staff and 
projects are carefully selected, a school that is 
too small to support an honors curriculum 
can offer such a program to their students in 
place of some laboratory courses. In recent 
years, more than sixty percent of the students 
in the independent study program have been 
the co-authors of one or more scientific 
papers in international journals. 

Herman Falter of Laurentian University 
described a tape-slide program that is used 
in a self-study course by approximately 
seventy-five to one hundred students at his 
university. An important part of this particular 
program is the feed-back telephone com- 
munication used when a student has a problem. 

The University of Regina has adopted a 
semester system that involves four lectures 
per week with four hours of laboratory work; 
the student can take only four courses in any 
one semester. Brian Kybett of that university 
suggested that frequently five courses at a 


time can be too harassing, and this met with 
general agreement. 

Keith Slessor of Simon Fraser University 
then told how a department with a low service 
course load could organize a viable program 
and how this brings about collaboration with 
other science departments. 

Opportunities to learn about one another’s 
curricula were enhanced by a list of courses 
and texts used by each institution. The list 
was compiled by H.B. Dunford. 

The workshop group then visited the Faculty 
of Education’s Audio-visual Media Centre to 
look at the self-study programs used in other 
disciplines. George Baldwin of the University 
of Manitoba spoke on film as an instructional 
aid and presented two excellent examples, 
“The Use of the Transfer Pipette” and 
“The Single Pan Balance.” Other audio-visual 
aids were demonstrated, and their merits and 
limitations were discussed. 

R. Thompson of the University of British 
Columbia and B. Kybett of the University of 
Regina outlined “The high school-university 
connection,” discussing the problems of 
repetition and lack of descriptive chemistry. 
There was common agreement that high schools 
were tackling too many topics and that 
university faculty should help high school 
teachers in a resource role. 

The final session was given by W.E. Harris. 
He outlined quick statistical methods for 
examining the effectiveness of test questions. 
Surprisingly, this precipitated a lively discussion 
of testing. 

Finally, a panel discussion, including 
G. Tourigny of the University of Saskatchewan, 
H. Wieser of the University of Calgary, 

T. Dingle of the University of Victoria, 
and P, Letkeman of Brandon University, 
summed up the workshop and led a general 
discussion on the improvement of teaching 
methods. 


FACULTY OF LAW 
HOLDS ORIENTATION 


Recently, the Faculty of Law held their 
Annual Orientation for first-year students. 
This year’s extended Orientation began on 
Monday, 30 August, and concluded on Friday, 
10 September. The purpose of this Orientation 
was to acquaint students from varied academic 
backgrounds with the law school, legal 
education, and the legal profession. 

The Orientation began with an address by 
H.E. Gunning, President of the University. 
J.E. Redmond, QC, Chairman of the Legal 
Education Committee of the Law Society of 
Alberta, brought greetings from the Society to 
the incoming students. Frank Jones, Dean of 
Law, also addressed the students. He stressed 


that the Faculty of Law had a great deal to 
offer the student but that the student must make 
a contribution to the Faculty in return. 

Among the highlights of the program was 
an address by J.V.H. Milvain, Chief Justice 
of the Trial Division, Supreme Court of 
Alberta, on the topic of “Legal ethics.” 

W.F. Bowker, Professor Emeritus and Former 
Dean of the Faculty of Law, spoke to the 
students on the history and traditions of the 
University of Alberta Law School. 

L.D. Hyndman, Minister of Federal and 
Intergovernmental Affairs and a graduate of 
the Faculty of Law, spoke at the Law School 
Forum on “The lawyer as a politician” and 
answered numerous questions on a wide 
variety of current subjects. L.N. Klar of the 
Faculty of Law gave the Second Annual 
Lecture on “Legal education.” 

As well, a forum was held on “The role of 
the judiciary in the legal process.” The panel 
for this forum included A: Cawsey, Chief 
Judge of the Provincial Court of Alberta, 
William Sinclair of the Alberta Court of 
Appeal, and W.A. Stevenson of the District 
Court. 

A second forum on “Models of legal 
practice” featured Y. Roslak, Director of the 
Criminal Justice Section, Attorney-General’s 
Department, Sandy Hogan of the Civil Section 
of the Attorney-General’s Department, C. 
Fraser of the law firm of Stratton and Lucas, 
M. Van Vliet, Legal Counsel to the Oxford 
Development Group, and A. Sims, Director 
of Student Legal Services. 

The Orientation was not without its social 
events. These included a barbecue hosted by 
Dean Frank Jones and Mrs. Jones, and a 
student/faculty lunch hosted by H.J.L. Irwin, 
Associate Dean. Student organizations such 
as the Law Students Association, Student Legal 
Services, and the Association of Women and 
the Law held social functions for the incoming 
students as well as for the second- and third- 
year classes. 


WILLIAM DONALD SMITH 
1921 to 1976 


On the morning of 1 September, William 
Donald Smith, Professor of Physical Education, 
died after a long illness. Active in the service 
of health and athletics both within the 
University and in the community, Dr. Smith 
was known and respected locally, nationally, 
and throughout the world for his talent and 
dedication. 

Dr. Smith first came to the University in 
1947 and was promoted to full Professor in 
1958. Always very involved in teaching 
programs—he was Director of the Under-

disputes. 


graduate Program in Physical Education, 
playing a major role in the administration of 
the Bachelor of Physical Education program, 
and he was instrumental in the inauguration of 
the MA and MSc programs in Physical 
Education—Dr. Smith was also very active as 
a coach. When he first came to the University, 
he was made Assistant Coach of the, football 
team, and in 1948 he was Head Coach. From 
1947 to 1950 he coached the junior basketball 
team, and from 1951 to 1957 he was Head 
Coach of the hockey team. Locally, he was 
also Head Coach of the South Side Swim 
Club from 1966 to 1970. 

Though perhaps best known for his involve- 
ment in swimming, Don Smith maintained an 
avid interest in many sports throughout his 
life. In his undergraduate years at the 
University of Toronto, from which he received 
a Bachelor of Physical Health and Recreation 
degree in 1945, he played football, tennis, 
basketball, lacrosse, water polo, volleyball, and 
hockey, and competed in swimming, track and 
field, and gymnastics. In 1944, in fact, he was 
voted “most outstanding athlete” at the 
university. 

He also began his involvement in teaching 


Charles A. Lee, appointed Chairman of the Department of 
Organizational Analysis, received Bachelors and Masters degrees in 
Commerce from North Texas State University and a PhD from the 
University of Washington. During 1958-59 Dr, Lee was an instructor at 
West Texas State College, and he served as a part-time instructor 
while studying at the University of Washington. He was chairman of 
the Division of Graduate Studies with the Faculty of Business 
Administration and Commerce here in 1964-65 and was chairman of the 
Faculty’s Division of Business Policies from 1965 to 1969. In 1972, 
Dr. Lee spent a year as a private consultant and in 1973 was Director 
of Administrative Services for Colleges and Universities for the 
Alberta government. In 1975 he returned to the University as 
Associate Dean (Academic). Dr. Lee’s specialty is the nature of power 
within organizations, and he has numerous publications on that subject. 


C. Brian Williams has been appointed Chairman of the Department 
of Industrial and Legal Relations. Dr. Williams has a BCom from the 
University of British Columbia, a Master of Commerce degree from 
the University of Washington, and a PhD from the New York State 
School of Industrial and Labor Relations. Prior to receiving his 
doctorate, he was industrial relations officer and divisional 
administrative officer in reactor physics for Atomic Energy Canada. 
At this University, Dr. Williams has served as Assistant and Associate 
Dean (Graduate Studies) of Business Administration and Commerce, 
as chairman of a Faculty academic planning committee, and has 
served on various GFC Committees. From 1973 to 1975 he was 
Executive Director of the Labor Division of the Alberta Department of 
Labor. Currently he is Vice-Chairman of the Alberta Board of 
Industrial Relations on a casual basis, serving in labor-management 


and coaching at this time. While at the 
University of Toronto, he was a part-time 
instructor in gymnastics for the Toronto Parks 
and Recreation Department. During 1946-47 
he taught in the undergraduate program in 
Toronto’s Department of: Athletics and the 
School of Physical and Health Education. At 
that time he was also Assistant Coach of the 
University of Toronto’s intermediate football 
team as well as being Supervisor of Red Cross 
and Royal Lifesaving Society programs at the 
university. 

In 1946, Dr. Smith obtained his MA in 
Physical Education (Administration) from 
Teachers College, Columbia University, and 
was granted an EdD in Administration of 
Health and Physical Education from the 
School of Education, University of Buffalo. - 
And although teaching and other university- 
centered activities took up a great deal of his 
time, Dr. Smith found time to become involved 
in a great number of organizations and 
associations involved in sports, health, and 
recreation. He was a member of numerous 
committees of the Canadian Association for 
Health, Physical Education, and Recreation 
and served as National President from 1967 to 


1969. He was a member of the Canadian 
Camping Association, of which he was 
National President from 1963 to 1965, and he 
served on various committees and the 
Executive of the Alberta Camping Association. 
Since 1971 he was Chairman of the National 
Water Safety Committee of the Canadian Red 
Cross. From 1967 to 1969 he was Director 
and Executive Member of the Canadian 
Swimming Coaches’ Association. In 1967, he 
was Chairman of the National Committee for 
Cooperation in Aquatics. These are but a few 
of the groups to which Don Smith devoted his 
energies. 

A tespected swimming coach, Don Smith 
was a major figure in that sport in Canada, In 
1968 he was Manager of the Canadian 
Swimming and Diving Team that attended the 
Olympics in Mexico City. He was Assistant 
Swim Coach for the Canadian swimming team 
that attended the 1970 Commonwealth Games 
in Edinburgh. He was a member of the 
Canadian Olympic Association and served 
on the Board of Directors for the Canadian 
Amateur Swimming Association, the Canadian 
Federation of Amateur Aquatics, and the 
Canadian Swimming Coaches Association. He 
was a Master Official of the Canadian 
Amateur Swimming Association and was also 
Chairman of the Technical Committee of that 
organization. He was Canadian Swimming and 
Diving Representative to the 1978 Common- 
wealth Games Federation. Despite all that 
involvement, Don Smith was probably 
best known as the father and coach of the 
“Swimming Smiths,” a powerful force in 
Canadian and international competition. Two 
of his children, Becky and Graham, won 
medals in the Olympics in July. 

Don Smith's talent, dedication, and 
inspiration won him much respect, not only in 
the world of sport but in the world itself. He 
will be missed.

ENVIRONMENTAL BIOLOGY FOR ENGINEERS 

A lecture series on Environmental Biology has 
been scheduled to begin 6 October.
